TAYLOR'S AWFUL . TORTURE, | 


The Current Failed to Kill and Power- 
ful Drugs Ended the Crimi- 
nal’s Life. : 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 2—For the first 
tims the exact facts have been learned 
touching the exe. ution of Willlam Gordon 
Taylor in Auburn prison on July 27, 1893. 
The information was furnished by Dr. T. 
Haven Ross cf this city. Dr. Ross was a 
witness to the mcst horrible execution ever 
performed tn the State of New York. 

About a month ago rumors in regard to 
the shocking affair were circulated through 
revelations made by several persons con- 
nected with the execution. Several New 
York papers took up the story and tried to 
learn the details. Dr. Peter J. Gibbons of 
Syracuse was appealed to for the purpose of 
learning exactly what had been done. But 
he has all along refused to give the informa- 


tion. 
Dr. Charles Sawyer of Auburn, who had 


charge of the execution, and Dr. «Phillip 
J. Conboy, who was also present at the 
execution of Taylor, corroborated the facts 
as related below. 

Dr. Ross is a graduate of the University 
of Pennsylvania. He is a lecturer on 
orthopaedic surgery and dermatology in 
the medical department of Niagara Uni- 
versity. He is also a member of the med- 
ical society of Erie County, Buffalo Med- 
ical and Surgical Association and the Buf- 
fulo Clinica! Society, and also a member 
of the Buffalo Academy of Medicine 

His letter to Dr. Gibbons is as 
in the main: 

“I happened to be present at the hor- 
ribly cruel scene at Taylor’s so-called elec- 
trocution in 1898 at the State prison at Au- 
burn, N. . The statements quoted as 
emanating from you, are in the main cor- 
rect. few moments after the circuit 
was turned through Taylor’s body the dy- 
namo became disabled, but every muscle 
reacted powerfully from the moment of pas- 
sage until the dynamo broke. 

“The chair itself was torn apart by the 
violent extension of the leg muscles, so that 
when the current ceased the body fell for- 
ward to the floor, with blood gushing from 
the bitten tongue. In a few seconds after 
the guards lifted the body to a sitting posi- 
tion, Taylor began to breathe strongly and 
to groan, and his fingers to twitch, and 
various muscles to move, proving con- 
clusively that he was alive and subject to 
torture. Whether he was conscious cannot 
be positively stated. 

“He was immediately carried to his cell 
back of the death room. I did not accom- 
pany him there, but was told shortly after 
that he was bound (on account of struggles) 
and given three-quarters of a grain of mor- 
phine hypodermically and a large amount 
of chloroform by inhalation. 

“When I returned to the death room, half 
an hour Icter, he was bound in the chair 
unconscious, absolutely quiet, breathless— 
dead, I believe, from drugs. 

‘The current from the City Electric 
Works was then turned through his body 
but the muscles only reaccted slightly to 
the stimulus, not more than recently dead 
muscles would, thus contrasting markedly 
with reaction on first contact. 

Mr. Hopkins fs in error in saying that 
Taylor walked and talked—powerful drugs 
prevented that; otherwise he might be alive 
to-day. say positively, however, that 
Taylor revived in a few seconds after re- 
cetying through his head and body a current 
of 1.700. volts (according to Mr. Davis).“

Mrs. Durrant, the mother of the accused, 
has said her son arrived home on that 
eventful night about the same as us and 
went directly to bed. This story has just 
been directly contradicted by a woman who 
claims that she stopped in the Durrant home 
that night. She has told a feminine friend 
of hers that she was awakened by the noise 
which Durrant mede getting into the 


house. 

„ T heard a noise down stairs,” she said, 
made by somebody who was at the stove.’ 
Mrs. Durrant called out: ‘Is that 58 

Theodore?” The answer came: es. 
“What are you doing down there? asked 
the ey man’s mother. 

Jam burning some old letters of mine,’ 
he replied. . 

J paid no more attention to the matter, 
but soon I detected the odor of burning 
clothing. It was — after midnight when 
this occurreed, and thought no more of 
the matter until I heard that Theodore was 
charged with the murder of Minnie Will- 
jams.

The police authorities are very reticent as 
to this important witness, but the general

Capt. Lees, Chief of Detectives, in speak- 
ing of the subject, admitted that he had 
heard the story, but would give no informa- 
tion regarding the identity of the witness. 
In fact, he denied that he knew her. 

“The only way in which such a matter 
could be effective,” said he, “would be to 
have this witness tell her story on the wit- 
ness stand. I have heard that the lady has 
told the story, but whether she will tell it 
in court is another matter.“ 

The Chronicle says: Charles H. Clarke 
did not see Blanche Lamont with a man 
who looked like Theodore Durrant, but who 
was not Durrant, on a Powell street car on 
April 3, the day Miss Lamont was murdered 
in Emanuel urch. Therefore, Clarke's 
depositions will not be taken in Boston to 
be used at the trial of Durrant, and the 
testimony of three young girls that they 
saw Durrant and Miss Lamont on the car 
will go unchallenged so far Clarke is 
concerned. 

Mrs. Clarke, wife of the man who is now 
in Boston, made a statement to Capt. Lees, 
District Attorney Barnes, E Duprey 
and John H. Dickinson which proves con- 
clustvely that Clarke could net have 
on a Powell street car at the time Blanche 
Lamont is known: to have taken her last 
street car ride. She also exhibited a letter 
from Clarke to herself, written from Bos- 
ton, in which he stated that he was mistak- 
en as to the date. 

The letter says that Clarke was riding on 
the dummy of a Powell street car and sit- 
ting clo to him was a young lady, es- 
corted by a young man. At the corner of 
Powell and Market streets the young lady 
took a transfer to a Market street car. 
The-xoung man took no transfer. Clarke 
stated that he saw the couple separate and 
heard the young man say “Good-bye, Miss 
Lamont,“ as he raised his hat and Tote her. 

It is known that on Sprit 8 the day 
Blanche Lamont was murdered, Clarke was 
at his mother’s bedside all day until 4:30 
in the afternoon. It was therefore impossi- 
ble for him to have seen Miss Lamont 
on a street car that day. Clarke’s mother, 
Mrs. Mulrae, came here from Los Angeles 
about April 1 and had a surgical operation 
„. On April 3 she was very ill and 

ecause of that iliness Mrs. Clarke remem- 
bers the date. that date Clarke arose 
at 8 o’clock and after breakfast went to his 
mother’s house, where he remained all day. 
Mrs. Clarke remembers a day that Clarke 
could have seen Miss Lamont with a man, 
but it was not the day the girl was mur- 
dered. It was a week prior to April 3. 
As a result of these developments the police 
are highly delighted. Clarke’s testimony 
as outlined — the defense would have 
seriously affected the case of the prosecu- 
tion against Durrant.

“Judge Caldwell has the privilege of 
making a stump speech and the Frisco has 
nothing ‘to say,” was Assistant Attorney 
Parker’s reply to a Post-Dispatch reporter's 
request for an interview on Judge Caldwell's 
scorching decision on the violation of the 
Arkansas rate law. “Our position was that 
these liens were created by statute, which 
provided that they should expire in three 
years. More than three years having 
elapsed from the date of the judgments, 
we concluded that they had lapsed. These 
liens have precedence over the first mort- 
gage bonds held by the Mercantile Trust 
Co. of New York. That company will have 
to pay these liens, not the Frisco road.“

Various suits were filed by citizens, 
among them one Stevenson, for overcharg- 
es, and judgments ranging from $8 to $410 
were obtained.

In June, 1891, the Frisco Railroad 
Co. mo its road to secure a bond 
issue, and the claimants were compelled to 
file an intervening petition to have their 
judgments made a lien prior to that of the 
mortgage. A master in chancery, to whom 
the matter was referred, overruled the ap- 
plication on the ground that their right to 
enforce their liens by execution had sed 
in three years under the Arkansas law. 

Judge Caldwell characterized this decis- 
fon as “an unreasonable and dishonest 
construction” of the law. To hold thus,“ 
he says, “ts to say that when an appeal 
taken to the United States Supreme Court 
parties shall lose their lien, since it takes 
five years for a decision in the United 
States Supreme Court, while the right to 
enforce a lien expires in three years. But 
in this case it was stipulated that the e 
cutions should de stayed until the final de- 
cision, and this held up the right to enforce 
the liens until the United States Supreme 
Court passed upon the matter; and the 
mort took their mort with full 
notice of these ju ents, wh were prior 
in time to that of the mort .

SENATOR BRICE’S ROLL CALLS, 


Senator Brice has an apologist and 
defender. His private secretary has come 
to the front with a defense of him against 
the charge of absenteeism. He has care- 
fully examined the Congressional Record

“from roll calls only 408 times during the 
session. 

It is to be presumed that Senator Brice 
will know how to deal with a private sec- 
retary who defends him in this fatally 
Statistical way.

His expressed 
intention is a notice of immunity for 
thievery under certain circumstances. 
No exposed property will be safe. 
Before Judge Murphy ascended its 
bench the Court of Criminal Correction 
was a stench in the nostrils of the St. 
Louis people. They thought that any 
relief from the crookedness which marked 
its proceedings would be welcome. But 
the present incumbent has given cause 
for grave doubt whether it is not better 
to have the ermine stained with corrup- 
tion than to have it made the jest of 
buffoons.

WAITING FOR THE VERDICT. 


Stolid Indifference of the Defendants 
During the Addresses of 
Attorneys.

CARROLLTON, Mo., Aug. 2.—Thé argu- 
ments in the Taylor case were finished at 
noon to-day and the case submitted to the 
jury. The defendants, their wives and 
father and mother listened to every argu- 
ment closely and apparently with cool in- 
difference. Even under the most scathing 
arraignments by the prosecution the defend- 
ants were as cool and emotionless as any 
spectator in the audience. The court-house 


was crowded all day with ladies preponder- 
ating. The speeches have all been good and 
reflected credit on the attorneys, saving 
only a tendency on the part of one for the 
—— who resorted much vitupera- 
tion. 

Public opinion is divided as to the prob- 
able verdict. Many think it will again be a 
hung jury, and others, who have watched 
the case closely, say a conviction is almost 
certain. The attorneys for the prosecution 
confidently expect a favorable verdict, and 
one of those for the defense admitted to 
your correspondent a probable verdict 
against the defendants. 

Col. Hale closed for the defense 
and T. M. Bresnehan for the State. 

At last night's session one of the best 
speeches was that made by Attorney Min- 
nis for the State. 

He eulogized Col. Hale as an upright man 
and a great lawyer, who had cleared many 
a client of murder. “But,” said he, let 
it no longer be said that a man cannot be 
convicted of murder in Carroll 2 be- 
cause Col. John B. Hale has been employed 
to defend him.“ 

Benjamin Pierce, Prosecutor of Sullivan 
County, commented upon George Taylor's 
story of going to the straw stack and kick. 
ing up the straw and seeing Gus Meeks 
face. “George Taylor saw the dead face of 
Gus Meeks there, he said, because he 
knew it was there; he had put it there. 
It was before his eyes all the time. He could 
not help seeing it.“

Mr. Robinson is a carpenter and was in 
the employ of Mr. Stillwell when the mur- 
der was committed. He is supposed to 
know considerable about Mr. Stillwell’s 
private business. Stanley Clarke was a 
frequent visitor to the Stillwell mansion, 
and it is said that he knows something 
about the intimacy that was supposed to 
exist between Dr. Hearne and Mrs. Still- 
well prior to the murder. 

S. J. Miller was the undertaker that pre- 
pared the body of the murdered man for 
burtal. Albert R. Smith was called before 
the Grand-jury simply to certify to the cor- 
rectness of the depositions taken in the 
libel suit of Dr. Hearne against De Young. 
He was the type-writer. 

It now looks as if all these depositions 
would be examined by the Grand-jury, al- 
though they are yet in the custody of Judge 
Samuel J. Harrison, the notary before 
whom they were taken. Nothing is 
known of what took place in the Grand- 
jury room to-day, as the doors are still kept 
closely guarded. Judge Hendrick, the Cal- 
ifornia lawyer for Dr. Hearne, will leave 
for his home to-night, but Dr. Hearne and 
his wife will remain here until after the 
Grand-jury makes its report.

CRUISER COLUMBIA’S TIME. 


Steams from Southampton in 6 
8 ee 23 Hours and 40 Minutes. 


W YORK, Aug. 2.—The United States 
eis Columbia reached Quarantine at 
10:35 this morning. 

Her log gives her arrival at the bar at 
6:59 and time of passage from the Needles 
to Sandy Hook Lightship six days twenty- 
three hours and forty-nine minutes, Her 
runs were 405, 460, 473, 458, 465, 453 and 406 
knots. Total distance, 3,109 knots. Average 
speed, 18.41 knots. 

The American Line steamer Paris on her 
last trip from Southampton covered 3,075 
‘knots, and assuming that the Columbia 
came over the same course, the average 
speed of the Columbia is about 18.17 knots. 

The Columbia on her official four hours’ 
trial in November, 1893, averaged 22.81 knots 
an hour and attained a maximum of 2.0 
knots an hour over a distance of nearly 8 


knots. ~- 

The Southampton record is held by the 
American Liner New York, and is six days, 
seven hours, fourteen minutes, being about 
eighteen hours better than the cruiser 
Columbia’s time. 

The St. Louis left Southampton about 
twenty-four hours after the Columbia. Her 
Western record is six days, eighteen hours 
and forty-seven minutes, made on her last 
trip. To equal this time the St. Louis is 
due to arrive off the Sandy Hook lightship 
at 8:27 to-morrow morning.
